Lven if W ar Prohibition lasts only 
a few m onths and not u n til coustitu 
lienal P rohibition comes in, the drys 
do not anticipate any great gain to 
the wets.

Washington.—Some years ago It was! 
suggested thut the busine** men of 
tin* United States consider the ques­ 
tion of organizing a National Cham­ 
ber of Commerce for the study of big 
business problem* and for the taking 
«»f referendum* on great commercial 
plans, aud for general national m er­ 
cantile 
purposes. 
The organization I 
was founded and has flourished. 
It Is the intention of the 
United I 
States Chamber of Commerce to erect j 
a great headquarters building In the 
capital, tile site for which already bas 
been purchased. 
Work will lie started 
Immediately. 
It is promised that Dim 
business association, representative of 
the entire nation, will have one of the 
finest buildings for its home that <un 
be found In the capital. 
The promise of a line building archi­ 
tecturally pleasing, and one that will 
be sanctioned by the Fine Arts com­ 
mission of the district is, of course, 
gratifying to the resident* of Wash­ 
ington, hut It is true that the dlsate 
I learn nee of the old buildings which 
must be removed from time to time i<» 
make place for new structures is not 
altogether to the liking of old Wu-dt* 
Ingtonlsns. Many a tine old structure, 
surcharged with historic Interest, Im'I 
been torn down to make room for mod­ 
ern oflie* structures or for ap art­ 
ments. 
Old Corcoran Hou*e Goe*. 
The new home of the United State* 
Chamber of Commerce will occupy the 
site of the residence of the late \V, 
W. Corcoran at the corner of C on-1 
noctlrut avenue ami II street. 
The 
Corcoran house which Is to he tm ii J 
down 
wha erected nearly a century I 
ago, although the original building has • 
had several additions made to it. To­ 
day It Is considered one of the most 
picturesquely appealing residences In 
the city of Washington, 
W. W. Corcoran, who resided Iii tho! 
house, wus one of Washington'* great j 
philanthropists. 
It was he who, bv j 
will, founded the Corcoran Art Cal* 
lery Iii lids city, one of the great gal­ 
leries of the country, the Louise Homo 
for aged and dependent southern gen­ 
tlewomen, and several other founda­ 
tions Intended for good. 
Prior to the time that Mr. Corcoran 
bought 
the residenee which is n e v i 
ii I milt to lie torn down it had bern or- 
cupicd by Moses ll. Grinnell of ' * v 
York City, a m erchant prince of jim 
old days. 
Daniel Webster lived bi 
the house for a long time and so did 
General Jam es Breckinridge of Ken* 
lucky ami Chauncey Depew. Now filii 
old place must go. 
tine by one the old places are in** 
lug, 
The Beiasco T heater now oceu* 
pies the site of the house Iii which 
Henry Clay, William ll. Reward and 
Jam es G. Blaine lived at 
different 
times. 
It was while ill In this hon © 
that William ll. Seward. Lincoln'* -cr* 
ret ary of state, was severely stabbed 
by an intending assassin, a deed which 
took place on the night of the m urder 
of Abraham Lincoln. 
It Is suid that the Chamber of Coni 
nierce will try to buy flu* rcsiden 
and ground which are next to tho Cor­ 
coran home on ll street.

next door to the old Corcoran home I* i 
a fine old brick residence, occupied 
from time to time by men of note in 
American history,
